CREW OF THE TROJAN 


RESCUED BY THE NACOOCHEE 


Two Steamers Were Moving North | 


in Parallel Courses in Heavy 
Fog and Crashed Together 
Despite Precautions That 
Were Taken. 


Boston, January 23.—The loss of the 
Steamer Trojan, of the Boston-Philadel- 
phia line, in collision with the steamer 
Nacoochee, of the Savannah line, in Vine- 
yard sound last Sunday, was reported 
here today ‘by the Nacoochee, which ar- 
rived, having on board the captain and 
crew of the Trojan. 

The incident was due to a fog. The 
Nacoochee struck the Trojan amidship, 
and the latter then went to the bottom 
within three-quarters of an hour, but 
Captain Thatcher and the crew of twen- 
ty-seven men of the Trojan were taken 
off by men from the Nacoochee. 

There were no passengers on the Tro- 
an. 


Nacoochee Slightly Damaged. 


The Nacoocbee sustained only a silght | 
OC=- | 


damage to the bow. The collision 
eurred aljlout | mile outside the station 
of the Vineyard Nght ship shortly after 
11 o'clock ‘Sunday forenoon. Both steam- 
ers were bound northward, the Nacoo- 
chee from Savannah for Boston and the 
Trojan from Philadelphia, also for Bos- 
ton. On account of the unusually thick 
fog which prevailed, both steam were 


moving at reduced speed. Theil usual 


courses are neurly peraliel, and on Sun- 


day each steamer ealled with its whistles 
and sounded frequent fog warnings. A 
sharp lookout was malntained,’ but in 
spite of all precautions, the Trojan came 
into @ position directly across the Na- 
coochee’s - bow. 

When she was seen through the fog 
there was no time to check the movement 
of the latter steamer, and the prow of 
the Nacoochee, which is an iron ship. 
struck the Trojan fatrly amidship, cut- 
ting a big hole in her side. 

Struck Below Water Line. 

In a moment the Trojan began to 
badly, and it was apparent that she had 
been injured below the water line. The 


| Nacoochee’s engines, which had ‘been re- 
‘versed when the danger was soon, drew 


her away from the Trojan. The rush of 
the water and the baa@ list Of the Trojan 
showed unmistakably that she had re- 
ceived a vital blow. The Nacoochee stood 
by, and at once cleared her boats,

ANSWER TO TAPF 


Sought Watson's Support as 
an Old School Friend 


Platform Was Framed Up in Pied- 
mont Hotel—Tapp Added Child 
Labor and Anti-Free-Pass 
Bill— Hoke Substituted 
Disfranchisement. 


.The Constitution has received a com- 
munication from Hon. J. Pope Brown, of 
Pulaski, who retired from the guberna- 
torial race when Hon. Hoke Smith an- 
nounced his candidacy, in which he takes 
up the references made to his platform 
by-Hon. Sidney C. Tapp. and to the fact 
that he expected and sought the sup- 
port of Hon. Thomas B. Watson in the 
campaign. 

Mr. Tapp, in his card published mst 
Sunday, declared that Mr. Brown favored 
a child labor bil, and had also inserted 
in his platform a plank declaring 
against the free pass evil but did not 
Geclare for ‘“‘disfrarghisement.” That 
later, when Mr. Smith. though he hai 
three years before entered the same con- 
vention with Hon. Hamp McWhorter to 
support the same candidate in his effort 
to secure political power, decided, in a 
conference of ‘this friends held in Atlanta 
to have Hon. Pope Brown come down 
and make the race himself on the ;plat- 
form first promulgated by the ‘atter, ha 
eubstituted the disfranchisement § ‘ssue. 
which Brown had not accepted for the 
child labor bill, which he favored. 

Colone] Tapp charged that the purpoge 
of this move was to secure the support 
of Hon. Thomas E. Watson, who insiste4 
upon “disfranchisement,”’ in Mr. Smith's 
campaign. 

- How Brown Sought Watson. 

Hon, Pope Brown declares that 
sought ta secure the support of Mr. Wat- 
son solely on the ground that they were 
old school friends, declaring that such 
aid would be received subject to the rules 
of the democratic executive committee. 
He makes no reference in his card to th> 
fact that the child labor bill was stricken 
out by Mr. Smith from the platform he 
inherited and the “disfranchisement” bil} 
inserted in place thereof. 

Mr. Brown denies the statement thar 
he offered to secure a supreme court ap- 
pointment for Mr. Tapp in appreciation 
of his active friendship; that there was 
no understanding between himself and 
Mr. Smith as to what Brown or his 
friends would receive in the event of 
Hoke Smith's election. 

Mr. Brown makes the statement that 
he never promised to support Hon. John. 
Temple Graves for the senate in prefer- 
ence to Senator Bacon, but that with 
the latter out of the race, he wou 44d- 
vocate the cause of Mr. Graves. His 
ecard in full is as follows: 

“Pditor Atlanta Constitution: In Sun- 
day’s Constitution I notice a card from 
Colonel Sidney C. Tapp. to parts cf 
which you will please permit me to re- 
ply, not for the purpose of indulging in 
any persona! controversy with Mr. Tapp. 
or anyone else, but simply for the pur- 
pose of doing justice to other parties, as 
newspapers controversies are seldom pro- 
ductive of any good to the public or in- 
dividuals engaged therein. 

“JT have been exceedingly busy of late 
with my own affairs. and did not expect 
to take any part in the gubernatoria] 
contest at this time, not thinking that 
the time had yet arrived, and when I did. 
I expected to confine myself strictly to

such issues as, {n my opinion, would af- 
fect the public’s interest, and to avo'd 
personalities of every nature. 

“While writing I will divert -in the be- 
ginning to say a word in regard.-to an 
article which appeared in The Constitu-

“It seems that Mr. Watson in his 
magazine had stated that I had told him 
that after two years of unsuccessful ef- 
fort, the railroad. commission had failed 
to ge the railroads to provide adequate 
passenger accommodations at Flovilla, 
or words to that effect...

completed.’ The details of these negotia- 
tions I will not @o into, but beginning on 
July I, 1903, and ending May |, 1905, in 
wil] be seen that I was not far wrong if 
I had made the statément to Mt. Watson. 


“The secretary concludes with this sig- 


nificant sentence: ‘Upon seeing the press 
camment upen this situation, 
out of Mr. Watson’s article in his maga- 
zine, 
to the mayor of Flovilla on December 
30, 1905, requesting to be advised wheth- 
er or not the improvements required by 
the commisston had been made satisfac- 
tory to the people of Flovilla, to which 
Mr. W. B. Dozier replied ‘that they had.’ 
It will, therefore, be seen that the other 
members of the commission were like 
myself, in ignorance as to whether the 
improvements had really been completed. 

“Now, in justice to the railroads, it 
may be proper to state that they. claim 
that there were cemain obstacles inter- 
posed by the people of Flovilla which 
prevented them from getting proper 
drainage. I always felt, and believe now, 
that those obstacles could have been 
overcome by the rallroads, It will be seen 
that they were overcome, and I still be- 
lieve thar the work could have been more 
capeditiously perfonmed had the railroad 
authorities heen So inclined. It was sug- 
gested to me by an official of the South- 
ern railway that they did not care to do 
anything for the people of Butts county, 
for the reason that juries In that county

them. It was also suggested to me by a 
gentleman well informed when I express- 
ed surprise that the Southern railway 
aid not seem inclined to promote this 
watering place, that the reason was 
good from the Southern railway’s stand- 
point, namely, that it was not to the in- 
terest of the railroad for people to stop 
at Indian Spring.

Rain during, the morning delayed the 
starting of the races, and the course was 
not in the very best condition for higa 
speeding. In the one mile internationtl 
for the Dewar trophy two preliminary 
heats were run, Marriott, Lanciq, and 
Cedrino qualifying for the final. The 
second heat was particularly close, only 
3-5 of a second separating Lancia and 
Cedrino for first and second place. In 
the final Marriott won, going the mile 
in 33 seconds flat. Cedrino was second 
in 38 flat, and Lancia, owing to trouble 
with his car, was unable to start. 
In the one mile heavyweight champion- 
ship for gasoline cars, two preliminary 
heats were run off Cedrino, Fletcher and 
Lancia qualifying for the finals. Lan- 
cla won this race in 37 flat, with Fletch- 
er a close second at 37 3-5 seconds. 
The steam racer, driven by Marriott, 
was the only entry in the one mile 
championship for steamers and did the 
mile in 3145 seconds, breaking all mile 
records, including his own former one.

Senator Bacon, in Order To Dis- 
charge Duties of Position, Must 
Be Constantly in Washing- 
ton and Will Not Have 
Time for Debate.

Mr. Graves to Senator Bacon. 

Atlanta, Ga., December 29, 1905.—Hon. 
A- O. Bacon, United States Senator, 
Macon. Ga. My Dear sir: Newspaper 
comments comparatively recent in The 
Augusta Chronicle and The Atlanta Con- 
Stitution have conveyed to the public 
mind the impression that you are opposed 
to the disfranchisement of the negro in 
Siate politics, and that you believe that 
ihe present system of a white primary 
under the direction of a democratic state 
executive committee is ample in itself 
t» insure the continuance of white su- 
premacy and the fair polling of the 
White vote of the state. 

“If these comments rightly state your 
position they establish a difference of 
opinion between you and me which might 
be discussed to the profit and the edifica- 
t:on of the people of Georgia. 

“The question involved is not only one 
of state significance, but of national 
importance. and must be a topic of dis- 
cussion not only in the state campaign, 
but in the national legislature. If, there- 
fore, it is agrecable to your inclinations 
and consisient with your plans, I should 
be very glad to arrange through mutuai 
friends for a series of joint discussions 
upon this and other questions which may 
develop as the campaign progresses. 

“May I ask the favor of ua prompt reply 
to this suggestion in order that the ar- 
rangements may be formulated as early 
during the coming year as may be pvossi- 
ble? 

“With best wishes for your health and 
happiness, and with sentiments of high 
esteem, 1 am, my dear sir, very truly 
yours, JOHN TEMPLE GRAVES.” 


Senator Bacon To Mr. Graves. 

“Macon, Ga.. January |, 1'906.—Hon. 
John Temple Graves, Atlanta, Ga. My 
‘lear Sir: Upon my return to Macon, 
after several days’ absence in southern 
Georgia, I find awaiting me your letter 
of December 29. I avail myself of the 
first opportunity to reply. | 

“The senate will reconvene on next 
Thursday, the 4th instant, and the session 
of congress will most probably continue 
into the summer months. To properly 
discharge my official duties, I inust be 
in constant attendance while the senate 
is in session. 

“Since the beginning of my service as 
a senator, I have made it a rule to sub- 
ordinate my private interest and my prr- 
sonal pleasure ang convenience to what 
Il conceive to tbe my official duty; and to 
that end to be always present at each 
daily session of the senate, unless hinder- 
ed by providentia] or other equally con- 
trolling cause. 

“Conforming as I have done, without 
variation, to this rule thus laid down for 
myself, it so happens that after nearly 
eleven years of my service in that body, 
I ean count on the fingers of one hand 
the number of days when I have been 
absent from my seat in the senate while 
it was in session, and when I was physic- 
ally able to be present. On neither of 
these few days was my absence for my 
convenience, or for my pleasure, or for 
the promotion of my personal interest. 

“Should I accept the invitation which 
you now tender me, it would manifestly 
be an abandonment and a neglect of my 
official duty as I see it, with the view 
to the protection of my personal inter- 
est. This 1 have in no instance done in 
the past, nor is it my purpose to so do in 
the future. In thus declining to leave 
my post for the purpose indicated, while 
I may incur the unfriendly criticism of 
the few, I rely with confidence upon the 
approval of the great body of the gener- 
ous people who have twice commissioned 
me with my colleague to represent Geor- 
gia in the high council of states. 

“But aside from this consideration, I 
am unable to perceive that either my 
duty to yourself as a citizen aspiring to 
office, or fhe interests of the public, 
require that I should engage in the de- 
bate to which you invite me. 

“It scarcely need be said by me that I 
fully recognize the obligation without 
qualification or restriction which rests 
upon me as a public official to respond 
trankly and freely, my senatorial duties 
permitting, whenever there is any such 
general or even more partial expression 
as indicates the existence of a public dils- 
approval of any official act or acts of 
mine. whether they be of commission or of 
omission. And I may adqd in this con- 
nection that with a reasonably fair op- 
portunity to learn of the public senti- 
inent in different secfions of the state, I 
am not informed of the existence of any 
such general dis: pproval. 

“Tt Is also true that I as fully recog- 
nize the perfect right of any and everr 
citixan of Georgia to criticise and invoke 
‘ue public condemnation on any official 
of mine, whether of commission or of 
ission. The record of my official acts 
a senator ts the legitimate subject 
rmatter for fullest discussion. I would 
regret: to embarrass you by the fact of 
ny absence, and I beg that you will feel

They claim that by reason of @ con- 
spiracy between the Standard Oi] Com- 
pany and the railroads of the southwest, 
pargcularly those railroads operating in 
Kansas, Missouri,.
